arily the seminar on Public Health in the Curricula of Schools of 
Pharmacy conducted in 1965 by the AACP under contract with the 
U. S. Public Health Service. (I believe a few staff members of one or 
two CCPF schools attended this meeting). Copies of the Proceedings 
are available from the AACP office. 

An outgrowth of the increased interest in public health has been 
two fold: the Committee on Curriculum has issued a syllabus for a 
course (Am. J. Pharm. Educ., 30, 9 (1966)) and a meeting in 1965 
of pharmacy educators was held in conjunction with the annual meet- 
ing of the American Public Health Association. A second meeting is 
planned for the APHA meeting this fall in San Francisco. Dean 
Daniels and his faculty will serve as hosts and will prepare a program 
for the meeting. 

Through action of the Executive Committee, pharmacy educators 
are being urged to join the APHA and to attend the meetings. Also 
the American Pharmaceutical Association, the American Society of 
Hospital Pharmacists, the American College of Apothecaries, and the 
National Association of Boards of Pharmacy have been urged to have 
their member pharmacists join and to attend meetings of the Amer- 
ican Public Health Association. Certainly the meetings will serve 
as a continuing education medium and will aid the community phar- 
macist to do a better job in his role as a health educator. 
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
